It is impossible with, present know- 
ledge to prevent all this loss, but a 
vurv large part of it could be prevented 
if producers understood methods and 
would apply remedies. 
Take for example \Viseonsins larg- 


P«I field crop— the hay crop — with an 
annual value ot about $60,000,000. This 
crop annually suffers an easily pre- 
ventable loss of over $5,,000,000, and 
thn corn crop an average loss" of $8;- 
Oi)0,000, which in some years is in- 
('rfased to many times that amount. 
Special crops, like fruits, truck and 
tobacco, suffer much worse f.-om in- 
sect pests and 
plant 
diseases, and 
their annual losses average nearly 40 
per cent, a very large part ot which 
could be easily prevented. • 
White Grub; Juno Beetle. 
The Wisconsin Department of Agri- 
culture is planning to assist in cutting 
down these losses wherever possible. 
Wliere communities or groups of indi- 
viduals will get together and request 
It experts will be sent out to give in- 
structions in the best methods of pre- 
venting these losses. 
In many cases 
the remedies have to be applied long 
before the peats appear, and the de- 
nart.ment will be glad to .furnish" infor- 
mation as to the time and method of 
combating each individual pest. 
Many parts of Wisconsin have been 
tvriously troubled lay white grub in- 
iury. 
This has caused millions ot 
dollars of loss to hay and grain fields, 
and to crops that have- followed them. 
It has been pointed out already that 
most of this loss can be prevented by 
reducing the amount of land devoted 
to timothy or other grasses, 
gram 
crops or weeds during this season and 
substituting cultivated crops, clovers 
or other legumes.

The June beetles, which fly In im- 
mense numbers every third year, will 
appear this season and .will, deposit 
UKKS in onlv the hay and grain crops.

Destroy Eggs of Grasshoppers. 
Communities which 
suffered from 
•grasshoppers last 
year should, take 
special precaution to destroy then 
eggs by disking

weedy places, fence rows, road sides 
and places where their eggs are laid. 
A sharp watch should then TIB kept tor 
the appearance of the young hoppers 
and directions obtained for preparing 
to poison them at once. 
Most farms have an acre or more 
devoted to fruit trees. This acre could 
easily be made to yield the greatest 
profit of any on. the farm if a small 
amount of times and money was ex- 
pended in proper care and spraying. 
In order to spray properly each com- 
munity will need! 
to* have a spray 
pump, costing from ten to twenty-five 
Collars.
